Aggressive 
leadership and boldness is essential In order to get 
the info. 

Majority of task force convinced internal reorganization 
of CIA is necessary to insure primary and vital functions 
are discharged without diversionary interests interfering 
with primary responsibility.

Army much concerned because JSCAP says ”GW will be used to 
the maximum from D-Day onward. ” 


Page 186: ”In spite of accomplishments of Inter-Agency Priorities Committee, 

Army is concerned over the lack of info from the CIA as compared 
to its own collection achievements in certain areas. ” 


Army wants restraining directives lifted believing it could collect 
more info in Europe. Confidence because Army type info is more 
easily obtainable thn that which CIA is trying to collect.

Page 194--5: Intelligence Collection: Sent ’’agreed activities” to field, in 

addition sent instruction to direct efforts to development of 
E&E info and provision for assistance in coastal areas where 
evaders or escapees may seek refuge. Latter activity cannot 
be construed to come under ’’Agreed Activities” and is recog- 
nized by working level of naVal intelligence. Navy issued these 
instructions because of lack of any info that such assets have 
been or will be developed by CIA and felt it must go ahead on 
its own.

In the ror^pjlae ve have dealt with epecifie reecfflanendatlone in tl» 
Hoover Camisel«ffi and Clark Task Force ragpoirts. In tl» latter report there 
are, in a4ditioii, certain very paaeral etstaBeata shout the Ag»^— ecac 
favorahle, others critical. Certain of the critlclaaw deserve brief attention. 
Many of the critioiaKs laa feel are dtie to the faet that a©et of the BMB&ers of 
the Ta^ l^^rce spent little tia» In a^ual survey of tl» h&msy ap&tmilmm and 
\^re, therefore, forced to rely largely rs^ports furnished th«a ly their 
staff who for the awMt part had had little or no past eaperleace in the 
intelligence field. 

^ Ikuk Force stressed the iu»ed for gnNater eoncesitmtion m the 
collection of intellifl^ce frcm our prlnazy target, Hussia, her Satellites 
ar v! Cessaunist China; expressed concern over the lack of ade<{!i%te intelllg«»e 
data fKxa l»Mnd the Iron Curtain; 9S3& advo€»ted g:^ter a^pressiveiwsss in 
this field, including an internal reoz^^sation of the CIA. 

Ttose ccoments sppeared in the public report ctf the Task Force and 
have becsz repeated end l^elliaed in the press from coast to coast. 

It is ^ understaaUng that it was not the desire of the VMte louse 
that the Task Force or its staff should concern Itself with our saosltive 
operatlcais affecting the Coranmlst Hoc. Swy did stot press us for this 
infonsaticci aM it was zust ai^e avaiUsdsle to thas. lowever, any su^^stion 
that intelligence in this fLeld has not been end Is n&t our i^lae objective 
is ccxatrszy to f^t. 

During the past few years we have initiated a series of igajpresslve 
and highly sensitive c^erations to obtain intelligence on the Co^cmist Hoc 

and these operations are now bringing results. We have felt, Ixswever, that it
